Those Anti-Wire Service Bills 


A SHORT while ago the Ways and Means 

Committee of the House of Representatives 
gave approval to a tax proposal which horse- 
men, among many others, did not like. What 
happened? Conferences were held, resolutions 
were passed, people went to Washington, the 
long-distance telephone lines buzzed, editorials 
blazed with indignation. In short, so much cain 
was raised that the proposal—to limit deduct- 
ible losses to an aggregate of $20,000 in a five- 
year period—was killed in committee. 

This, said the horsemen and the others 
who had brought about the pressure, was a fine 
example of democracy in action. The people 
spoke and were heard. 

Funny thing about this business of democ- 
racy in action is that the people can say no so 
loud but seem to have an impediment of speech 
when it comes to saying yes. 

A few weeks ago we gave the text of two 
bills introduced in the Senate by Senator 
O’Conor of Maryland. These bills were unique 
in Federal legislative proposals. They were de- 
signed to halt the flow of betting information 
across state lines into illegal channels, that is, 
to handbooks. They went to some pains—and 
this is the unique part—to exempt the legal 
purveyors of information, such as newspapers, 
from restriction. 

If Senator O’Conor had proposed a com- 
plete stop of the flow of betting information 
across state lines he would have been following 
in the footsteps of earlier legislators who had 
found themselves up against the same problem. 
But he would have brought such a chorus of 
opposition, from all over the country, that in 
all probability the bill would have been defeat- 
ed in committee. 

What he did was to put before the Senate 
the most enlightened proposal on the subject 
ever made. And what happened? Insofar as 
we know, no organization in racing or out has 
voiced its support of these bills either publicly 
or privately. 

Senator O’Conor’s proposal was a result 
of the searching investigation which had been 
carried on by the Senate committee headed by 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. That in- 
vestigation revealed clearly that crime in the 
United States is a well organized business, and 
that one of the principal sources of revenue to 
the underworld is the wire service which sup- 


plies handbooks with quick information on 
racing. 

The bills do not have that slap-dash, all-or- 
nothing attitude which has been so characteris- 
tic of previous legislation proposed against the 
problem of off-course betting. They pinpoint 
the target. They aim directly at the wire serv- 
ice, without involving any such issue as the 
freedom of the press or the general restriction 
of information. 

Numerous organizations in racing have 
declared their opposition to off-course betting, 
either legal or illegal. 

So how do we account for the deafening 
silence which has followed the introduction of 
the bills which represent the most sensible 
legislative attempt ever made to stop the flow 
of millions into the underworld via the wire 
service? 

Two explanations are possible. One is the 
normal inertia of the American citizen when it 
comes to saying yes to constructive legislation. 
He seems to take it for granted that his ap- 
proval is implicit in his silence, but that his 
opposition must be shouted at the top of his 
voice. 

The other explanation—which we hope is 
not the correct one—is that the people and or- 
ganizations in racing actually do not favor the 
suppression of the wire service to handbooks. 
We do not like to accept this explanation, since 
it amounts to an acceptance of an indictment 
of hypocrisy. 

THE BLOopD-HORSE votes a very positive 
vote in favor of the bills against the wire serv- 
ice. It hopes that there will be other favorable 
votes from within racing. 

It is not at all probable that the suppres- 
sion of the wire service, if it could be effected, 
would bring about an abolition of handbooks. 
That is hardly the issue at the moment. The im- 
portant point is to cut down the chief mischief- 
maker, the wire service. The makers of hand- 
books would adjust themselves to a situation in 
which they might not know much about what 
was happening until the next day. They would 
lose some of their business, presumably, be- 
cause the turnover would be slower. Some of 
them would go out of business. The volume of 
off-course betting would be reduced to some ex- 
tent. All of these results would be for the good 
of the country, of the community, and of racing.

Vuleania, No. 100 for Mr. Fitz; 
A Football Player Makes Good 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 


This is not exactly a count from the rec- 
ords, but because it was made by Henry 
King. veteran turfwriter who has known 
James E. (Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons for 
virtually all his life, it’s probably accurate. 
According to it, anyway, Vulcania, which 
was up in the last yards to win the Test 
Stakes, was stakes winner No. 100 for Mr. 
Fitz, who was 71 last July 23. At all 
events, anyone intending to improve on 
this count can do it on his own time. The 
names of Gallant Fox and Omaha and 
Dark Secret and Granville and Johns- 
town come easiest to mind, of course, but 
Mr. Fitz was saddling thirty years before 
any of these was foaled. 

The Test Stakes was one of those rare 
mother-and-daughter combinations, Vul- 
cania’s dam, Vagrancy, having won the 
race in 1942. At the time Vagrancy put 
William Woodward in front of the field 
in the number of $100,000 winners he had 
bred, though since then Calumet Farm 
has gone to the front, and horses bred, so 
to speak, posthumously, by Edward Riley 
Bradley have moved him into second 
place, and Elmendorf has gone to third. 
It was Vulcania’s first stakes victory, but 
Vagrancy had already proved a success in 
the stud by producing Black Tarquin, 
which was jinxed in the Epsom Derby of 
1948, but was nevertheless considered the 
best 3-year-old in Europe that year. 

Vulcania’s dam was not Mr. Fitz’s first 
Test Stakes winner. He had saddled Nixie, 
for Wheatley Stable, in 1928. It wasn’t the 
first mother-and-daughter combination, 
either, for Black Curl, which won in 1927 
for Harry Sinclair’s Rancocas Stable had 
sent back a winner in Nydrie Stable’s 
Black Wave, in 1938. Capot’s dam, Piquet, 
won the Test in 1940, and other winners 
which have proved to be good producers 
are Emotion, the first winner and now in 
the rather distant reaches of modern pedi- 
grees; Speed Boat, the dam of Level Best; 
and Imperatrice, which produced the 
Coaching Club American Oaks winner 
Scattered. The Test is modern, as Sara- 
toga stakes go, having been inaugurated 
in 1922, and a remarkable percentage of 
its winners have proved to be successful 
broodmares. It may start argument, of 
course, but I’d guess that Vagrancy is 
about as good a filly as has ever won it. 


TEAM. The money goes to Alfred Van- 
derbilt, and the credit (plus ten per cent) 
to Bill Winfrey, but one observer of the 


Vanderbilt 2-year-olds went further back. 
“He’s got the best-looking set of 2-year- 
olds I’ve seen for a while,” he remarked. 
“I know Winfrey is a good trainer, but he 
didn’t grow those horses. Must have a top 
farm manager down at the farm.” 

It is seldom that a farm manager is 
used for any purpose except to explain 
the splints, soft ankles, and bucked shins 
to which horses are so commonly heir, so 
it is worth while mentioning here that the 
farm manager at Sagamore Farm is Ralph 
Kercheval, who used to get headlines for 
kicking footballs for the University of 
Kentucky and afterward for the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers (football version) and, as I 
recall it, got some of his early training 
with Thoroughbreds under Charles A. 
Kenney at Coldstream Stud. Football 
players being at the moment credited only 
with cribbing on examinations, it is 
pleasant to note that one of them has 
turned out well. 

The major Vanderbilt score was with 
Cousin, which like Kercheval came from 
Coldstream and, at $20,000, was probably 
more expensive. He won the Flash on 
opening day, but a good many people 
liked the race of his running mate, Whith- 
er, a home-bred by Third Degree out of 
Nomadic, a filly by Discovery which would 
have won the Matron Stakes of 1944 ex- 
cept that Busher, Twosy, and Price Level 
finished in front of her. The stable came 
up with another promising winner later in 
the week in the black colt First Refusal, 
by Discovery from the fast mare Balking. 
It was his second straight victory, after 
being beaten in his first two starts, and he 
beat a fairly well regarded colt in C. V. 
Whitney’s Cold Command. It is probable 
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he will be seen in stakes before the meet- 
ing is over. 

Just for the sake of pedantry, it should 
be noted that Cold Command and another 
Whitney 2-year-old, Level Sands, are both 
named out of a sonnet by Percy Bysse 
Shelley—not a relative of the late Wil- 
liam Shelley, the racing secretary—named 
Ozymandias. It is questionable if this 
proves anything. 


DOGS. The first race of the Saratoga 
meeting was delayed several minutes while 
one Pinkerton man, and then several, tried 
to catch two middle-sized dogs which were 
running on the track. One looked half 
Schnauzer and half mistake, and the other 
had a hound in his pedigree somewhere, 
though it was hard to say what kind of 
hound. One was eventually caught and 
the other went out the mile chute, and the 
races started. 

As you'll realize, a dog on a race track 
is almost as dangerous as a land-mine, for 
even if he doesn’t trip a horse, he may 
cause one to swerve and produce a spill. 
So next day the management was a little 
upset about dogs, which seem to be run- 
ning loose in the stable area and are, in 
most cases, owned by horsemen. It de- 
veloped that there was already a rule pro- 
viding that dogs must be tied up during 
racing and training hours, and that the 
problem was to enforce it. It was sug- 
gested that the stewards levy a fine on any- 
one violating the rule. This was thrown 
out, on the ground that there was nothing 
that would make people madder, quicker, 
than fooling with their dogs. 

It was then suggested that a dog-catcher 
be turned loose on the back-stretch to ap- 
prehend stray dogs, which would then 
have to be picked out of the city pound 
at $2 a head. This was countered with 
the objection that dog-catchers running 
around the back stretch were as much 
nuisance as dogs. This left us back on 
moral suasion. The notion here is that 
matters will just go on, until a horse falls 
over a dog, or a rider is injured, and that 
then one of the foregoing suggestions will 
be adopted. 

Ed Corrigan, who used to run Haw- 
thorne, had an idea of his own. When he 
met a man with a loose dog, he’d ask. 
“That your dog?” 

“Yes,” the man would answer, “That’s 
old Spot.” 

“Nice looking dog,” Corrigan would say. 
Then he would shoot the dog through the 
head with a revolver he carried for that 
purpose. The owner nearly always object- 
ed. but since there were five shells left 
in the gun, it was done verbally. Naturally 
Corrigan didn’t have to shoot many dogs, 
because a little of this has a strong effect. 
But after he’d got his hand in, dogs didn’t 
run loose on his race track. 

Saratoga, apparently, is determined just 
to wish dogs off the track. My guess is 
that it won’t work. 
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First Session of the Saratoga Sales 


The Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual se- 
ries of yearling auctions began on the 
evening of Tuesday, August 14, in the 
sales arena at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. A 
heavy rain preceded the opening of the 
sales. and bidders were slow in arriving 
at the ringside, but the seats were filled 
later. 

The 45 yearlings in the first session 
brought an aggregate of $108.200, average 
$2.404. Comparisons with last year’s first 
session, or with the entire 1950 series. 
are difficult, since the principal consign- 
ment had no counterpart last year. This 
was the group catalogued as the property 
of the estate of William G. Helis, but 
sold as the property of Henry H. Knight, 
of Lexington, who purchased the 
Helis stock after the catalogue had been 
printed. 

The 30 Helis estate yearlings brought 
$70.500. average $2.350. Highest price 
among them was the $7,000 paid by Mrs. 
Sarah Chait for the Valdina Orphan— 
Coral Star colt, first foal of the daughter 
of *Bull Dog and Norado. 

Only one yearling sold for a higher 
price during the evening. This was Sam- 
uel E. Bogley’s colt by Occupy—War 
Jewel, which went to Jake Friedman for 
$8,700. 

Mrs. John Payson Adams sold five year- 
lings from her California stud for a total 
of $17,500, average $3,500. A filly by 
Burning Dream out of the dam of Moon- 
rush topped the lot at $6,600. 

Despite the difficulty of making ade- 
quate comparisons, ringside feeling was 
that the Saratoga market had begun well 
and that prices in general would be above 
those of last year, as was the case at 
Keeneland. Summary:

The Broodmare Sires of 1950 
Ranked by Average Earnings 


Statistics on broodmare sires are among 
the most confusing of the many confusing 
items of information which bewilder the 
breeder of Thoroughbreds. As ordinarily 
given, they rank the leaders according to 
the gross amount of money earned, so that 
numbers are likely to play a more impor- 
tant part than class, and in most countries 
it is virtually impossible to correct for the 
number of runners representing a ma- 
ternal grandsire. 


Further, even if a mathematical correc- 
tion is made to account for varying num- 
bers, the sire of the dam of a race horse 
remains only one of six ancestors in the 
first two generations of a pedigree, and 
there is no reason to assume that his in- 
fluence is actually any greater than that 
of any other ancestor in the second gen- 
eration. Certainly he is not as important 
as either of the two parents. Broodmares 
do not come from one sire in uniform lots. 

Nevertheless, statistics on broodmare 
sires have been standard equipment for 
many years. If we are going to have them, 
we may as well learn something more 
about them than the gross totals reveal. 
Thanks to several weeks labor on the part 
of Mrs. John Brewer in compiling the 
basic figures, we can consider the leaders 
in 1950 on an average-earnings basis. 

As in the case of sire statistics, a prin- 
cipal advantage of this method is to point 
out at once the broodmare sires which, be- 
cause of relatively young age or for other 
reason, have small or moderate numbers 
of representatives on the tracks. The fame 
of Man o’ War, *Sir Gallahad III, and 
other noted sires of broodmares is well 
enough established by their repeated ap- 
pearances at or near the top of the list 
based on gross earnings. The more im- 
portant problem is to measure the com- 
parative success of younger _ horses, 
whose daughters are still young. 

Again, it must be understood that the 
record of a broodmare sire is mainly the 
record of the other horses and mares 
associated with him in the pedigrees of 
his grandchildren, and that this record is 
also affected tremendously by environ- 
mental conditions for which the horse 
himself can hardly be given credit or held 
responsible. In nor the successful 
broodmare sires have! been good sires 
themselves, have stood at successful stud 
farms, have been bred to good mares, 
and have daughters which in turn are 
bred to good stallions. 


Because of these complications it is 
perhaps a bit foolish for a breeder to 
buy a mare whose best recommendation is 
that she is by a good broodmare sire. The 
reputations of broodmare sires are based, 
nearly always, upon the successful produc- 
tion of a fairly small percentage of their 
daughters. The trick is to find the right 
mare. 


In the accompanying tabulation are seit 
forth the records of the 103 broodmare 
sires which in 1950 had (1) at least ten 
runners representing their daughters, and 
(2) indexes of at least 1.20, that is, earn- 
ings at least 20 per cent above the year’s 
average expectancy of $2,221 per starter. 

In 1950, to take a random example, the 
comparatively young Unbreakable had 
eight daughters which were represented 
by 10 runners in North America during 
the year. The year’s average money per 
horse was $2.221, and the mathematical 
expectancy for the 10 runners out of Un- 


breakable mares was $22,210. The actual 


earnings were $46,800, which is 2.11 times 
the $22,210 expectancy. *Blenheim II on 
the other hand, had 107 representatives as 

broodmare sire. At $2,221 each they 
would have earned $237,647, which would 
have given *Blenheim II an index of ex- 
actly 1.00. The actual earnings were $776,- 
988, or 3.27 times expectancy. 

The formula for estimating the earn- 
ings index for any horse or group of 
horses in one year is 


Earnings 


Average x Starters 


where earnings represents the actual earn- 
ings of a group, average is the average 
money per horse in North America during 
the year, and starters means the number 
of runners in the group. Using War Ad- 
miral as an example, we may substitute 
in the formula above 


$126,927 
equals 2.86 
$2.221 x 20 


Of course, many of the leaders on this 
sort of ranking hold a high position be- 
cause of one or two outstanding horses in 
a small group. Hence it is necessary to 
discount to some extent the sires with 
very small numbers. *Bahram, for in- 
stance. has an extraordinarily high index 
largely because one of his daughters was 
the dam of *Noor. But *Bahram had a 
high ranking even before the appearance 


*BLENHEIM II ranks highest as a broodmare sire among the horses whose 
daughters are represented by a large number of starters annually. In 1950 the 
offspring of his daughters earned 3.39 times their expected average per starter. 
In the aggregate for the iast 3 years only his son *Mahmoud outranks him. 
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of *Noor as a leading winner, with an 


index of 2.21 in 1948 and 2.53 in 1949, 


These records, like those of sires and 
other groups, may be added from year 
to year. The available figures cover only 
the last three years of racing, 1948 
through 1950, but in these years the 
leaders on a cumulative basis, including 
the broodmare sires which have had at 
least 50 year-starters (*Bahram’s total is 
only 41), are as follows:

It will be noted that the leaders with a 
large number of year-starters are *Blen- 
heim II, Equipoise, Blue Larkspur, 


*Sickle. Man o’ War, Jamestown, and 
Bubbling Over. Oldest of these is Man 0’ 
War, and allowance must be made for 
this; many of his daughters will be well 
past their peak, and many of their off- 
spring will still be running at advanced 
ages, when their chances of large earnings 
are quite low. 
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In the main tabulation are two columns 
which show number of runners which 
earned at least as much as the average 
($2,221) in 1950, and the number which 
earned at least four times the average 
($8,884). The latter classification is more 
dependable than number of stakes win- 
ners in indicating the proportion of horses 
which race at a substantial profit. 


Of *Blenheim. II’s 107 representatives, 
14 (13 per cent) earned at least four 
times the average. Blue Larkspur had 12 
per cent in this category, *Teddy 15 per 
cent, *Bull Dog 10 per cent, Man o’ War 
12 per cent. These percentages will vary 
from year to year, of course, but they 
provide an approximation of probabilities.

Among the numerous buyers from the 
West was a 19-year-old Texan who spent 
all his money on one horse. John Glenn 
Halsell Jr.. of Crowell, Texas, lay in wait 
for Mereworth Farm’s Ariel—Miss Frill 
colt, a brother to the good runner Loujac, 
and bought him for $9,200. He planned 
to take the yearling home in a trailer; 
beyond that his plans were indefinite. He 
might “run him short” at the quarter rac- 
ing tracks of the Southwest, where Ariel 
is roughly equivalent to Man o’ War, or 
might turn him over to a trainer for rac- 
ing over the longer distances. In any case, 
he probably would end up with a stallion 
for which his quarter-racing neighbors 
would have profound respect. 


Trainer Noble Threewit, of California, 
bought a couple of yearlings for himself, 
and one for R. Coon, a banker of Twenty- 
nine Palms, Calif. Mr. Coon is a new- 
comer to racing. 


Trainer Herb Stevens. who stays at 
Keeneland most of the year, will break 
yearlings for Dr. H. G. Bockman, Joseph 
Carlino, and Dr. R. A. Lewis, from among 
those sold at the recent sale. Mr. Stevens 
recently bought a small farm near Lex- 
ington from Mrs. Fred Rankin, wife of 
the Keeneland Foundation trustee. Local 
historian C. Frank Dunn reported that the 
farm originally had been part of a large 
tract called Anchor and Hope, so Mr. 


Stevens will call his place the Anchor and 
Hope Stud. 


One of the close observers of the sales 
yearlings was a man who doesn’t buy 
them, but will have occasion to see them 
often after they reach the races. He is 
Eugene (Frenchy) Schwartz, supervisor 
of clockers for Daily Racing Form and 
associated publications. He checked the 
Keeneland yearlings against their cata- 
logue descriptions, and will distribute his 
notes to clockers for use when the current 
yearlings reach the tracks next year. 


Joe Metz, associated with Ira Drymon 
in the operation of the Drymon-Metz 
ferm, at Lexington, reports that Howard 
Reineman, who recently bought more than 
1.000 acres of land from Henry Knight, 
will have some in-foal mares at his new 
place. Last year the Reinemans owned 
nine mares, and all of them got in foal. 
This year the count is 22 out of 22. Mr. 
Metz boarded the Reineman mares before 
the Chicagoan and his wife bought Alma- 
hurst No. 2. Of the mares at the Drymon- 
Metz place, 55 out of the 56 already exam- 
ined are in foal, and two more are to be 
examined. 


When Joe Metz finished telling about 
the pregnancy record of his broodmares 
this year, Ira Drymon and Larry Mac- 
Phail, who were standing nearby, reported 
on their own mares: the Drymon mares 
have a record of 15 pregnancies out of 
a possible 16, and the MacPhail mares 
have 28 out of 29, with two more to be 
examined. 

Mr. Metz recently sold his share in the 
Roman syndicate to Dan F. Rice, of Da- 
nada Farm. That gives Danada_ three 


shares in the syndicate, Olin Gentry states. 
The broodmare Azalea was bought re- 
cently by Mr. Metz from Vaughn Flan- 
nery. She is a 7-year-old three-quarters 
sister (by Sun Teddy) to Pavot, being 
out of Coquelicot, by Man o’ War. She 
is in foal to Natchez. 


Clarence Hartwick, the breeder-owner- 
trainer of the top-class Sickle’s Image, 
bought two yearlings at Keeneland. The 
daughter of Sickletoy won a race at Hazel 
Park in easy fashion and now is to

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MAYER BUYS PRINCESS LYGIA 


After turning down a gradually rising 
series of offers, Mrs. Harry Trotsek sold 
her still unbeaten Princess Lygia to Louis 
B. Mayer on August 14, the day’ before 
her engagement in the rich Princess Pat 
Stakes at Washington Park. The reported 
price, not confirmed by either of the prin- 
cipals. was $100,000, of which Mr. Mayer 
would get back nearly half if the filly won 
the Princess Pat. 

Her appearance August 15 marked the 
first time the Mayer colors have been in 
competition since he broke up his form- 
idable stable and stud in a series of auc- 
tion sales.

A dispersal sale usually marks the end 
or curtailment of activity in the horse 
business, but in the case of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Reineman, the sale marks the 
beginning of greater interest in the Thor- 
oughbred. 

This greater interest is revealed in the 
plans for the Reinemans’ new Crown 
Crest Farm at Lexington, a tract of 
1.136 acres recently purchased from Henry 
H. Knight. A new residence, a 30-stall 
broodmare barn, a four-stall stallion barn, 
and many other improvements are sched- 
uled to get under way at Crown Crest 
soon after the sale of the horses in train- 
ing. The horses have been raced under 
the name of Helen S. Reineman (Mrs. 
Reineman). 

The Reinemans’ racing stable, includ- 
ing 23 horses in training, will be sold in 
the paddock at Washington Park, Chicago, 
at 10 a. m. Monday. August 27. Fasig- 
Tipton Company will conduct the sale 
and George Swinebroad will be auc- 
tioneer. The sale also will include a 
lead pony, stable equipment, and tack. 
The horses are in charge of Trainer L. 
H. Thompson and will be in Barn 18 
at Washington Park until sales time. 

Al Cofield, who has been assistant at the 
High Hope Farm of Douglas M. Davis Jr., 
was announced this week as manager at 
Crown Crest. He will take over Sept. 1. 
Natives of the Pittsburgh area of Penn- 
sylvania, and residents of Chicago and its 
suburbs since their marriage, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reineman plan to make their new 
farm their permanent home. Mr. Reine- 
man will continue his Chicago business 
interests, where he is head of the Crown 
Steel Sales Company—the source of the 
name “Crown” in Crown Crest Farm. 
Influencing the decision to make the 
farm their home were the Reinemans’ 
three children—Sally. 14. Robert, 9, and 
Judy, 6. Asked by their parents when 
they wanted to leave the farm for the old 
home in Illinois, the three gave the 
unanimous reply, “Never.” All three are 
riding at Lexington’s new riding academy, 
and Sally has a new saddle horse at the 
farm, a birthday gift from her parents. 
All three will enter Sayre School in Lex- 
ington in September. The Reinemans, now 
living in a small house on the farm, ex- 
pect to have a new residence completed 
within a year. 

Although they have been breeding 
Thoroughbreds for some time, the Reine-

mans’ major interest until now has been 
their racing stable. Now breeding will be 
the big activity for them. They own shares 
in the syndicated stallions Roman, Bolero, 
and Unbreakable, and they are placing 
in stud their fast race horse Carrara Mar- 
ble, a son of Coldstream—Georgia Mar- 
ble, by *Royal Minstrel. Carrara Marble 
holds the Arlington Park record for six 
furlongs, which he ran in 1:0914 in 1949. 
In the Equipoise Mile he ran a quarter 
in :22 and a half in :4424. 


Asked what he would do with the other 
three stalls in his proposed four-stall stal- 
lion barn, Mr. Reineman said “We will 
take our time filling the other stalls. We 


want to be sure that we obtain good stal- 
lions.” 

Twenty-four broodmares now are on the 
farm, and several others will be added to 
the band immediately. Of the 24, 22 have 
been examined and all are in foal.

After a season of outstanding success 
in 1950. the stable of Marcel Boussac 
has had comparatively few important vic- 
tories this year, either in England or 
France.

Prudy’s Boy was foaled in California, probably 
at the farm of his breeder, G. O'Connell, at Nor- 
walk, where Watchimt’ck, sire of the Starlet Stakes 
winner, is at stud. He has raced throughout his 
career for the Kinsey Ranch, his present owner. 
His first start was at Santa Anita Park in a 
$7,500 claiming race, in which he was third. After 
running second in his two subsequent starts, he 
broke his maiden on March 29, at Bay Meadows. 
Aside from his first start, he has not run in 
claiming races. In his only stakes start prior to 
the Starlet Stakes, he was 11th in a field of 12 
behind Rustaway and others in the Charles S. 
Howard Stakes at Hollywood Park on July 7. The 
Kinsey Ranch Stable is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
G. E. Kinsey, of Gorman, Calif. Prudy’s Boy was 
bought by them as a suckling, along with his dam. 

The Starlet Stakes was the first race at six fur- 
longs for Prudy’s Boy. He was outrun early in 
the race, but got a strong ride from Glen Lass- 
well and made up considerable ground in the 
last half-mile. Alated also finished well. Big Noise 
had poor racing luck. 

Watchimtick, sire of Prudy’s Boy, was bred and 
trained by Mr. O’Connell and raced for the Spring- 
hill Stable. He was third in his only start at two, 
and won his only two starts at three. The son of 
Tick On has had very few foals, but has had a 
fair number of winners. The average-earnings in- 
dex published by the research bureau (J. A. Estes) 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion gives him a cumulative index of 1.03 (slightly 
above average) for the 32 year-starters which 
represented him on the race tracks during the 
last few years, through 1950. Prudy’s Boy is his 
first stakes winner. 

California horsemen will see in the pedigree of 
Watchimtick some familiar names along the female 
line.

Aunt Jinny is the first stakes winner of the year 
for her sire, *Heliopolis, owned by Coldstream 
Stud.

He was 
stretching out to six furlongs for the first time, 
but handled the assignment nicely, drawing away 
in the stretch. War Age was the early leader, 
but couldn’t outstay the winner. Master Fiddle 
was third all the way. At 111 pounds Landseair 
was one of the more lightly weighted of the Sap- 
ling field. Old Ironsides carried top weight of 
119 pounds; he got a three-pound allowance from 
the base weight of 122 pounds. As a non-winner 
of three races or $7,500 at the time of closing 
(June 1), Landseair was entitled to come in at 111. 

Landseair is the first stakes winner of 1951 for 
his sire, Balladier, now dead, and is the 10th for 
him all told. Previous winners of the Sapling 
Stakes, except one, have been good racers in later 
seasons. They are Donor, Task, Blue Peter, Case- 
mate, and Battlefield. Blue Peter, the exception, 
was the top 2-year-old of 1948 but he died before 
racing at three.

Pan Zareta’s Mark Eclipsed 


A favorite battleground for speedsters 
at the end of the first decade of the cen- 
tury was the old Juarez course in Mexico, 
just across the Rio Grande from El Paso, 
Texas. Last month Mexican real estate 
promoters got around to a long deferred 
project; they began tearing down the 
stands in preparation for subdividing the 
race track area. 


At Centennial Park, Denver, on Au- 
gust 9, another long-standing memorial 
to Juarez was erased. The famous old 
mare Pan Zareta, then a 5-year-old, had 
picked up 120 pounds and set a new 
world record of 574% seconds for five fur- 
longs over the adobe course at Juarez, on 
February 10, 1915. After 36 years on the 
record books, Pan Zareta’s record was 
beaten by a fifth of a second by another 
female prodigy from the Southwest. 


KE. H. Lane’s Encantadora, a 3-year-old 
filly, bred by King Ranch, by Depth 
Charge the Livery mare Bruja, dam of 
another noted sprinter in Woven Web, had 
set the Centennial track record for five 
furlongs at 5835 seconds on June 30 of 
this year. On August 9, winning her sixth 
race of the year, Encantadora, carrying 
115 pounds and giving weight by the scale 
to older horses, won a $1,500 allowance 
race by four lengths, ran the five fur- 
longs in 57 seconds flat.
